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contents cabled to Washington, were they were dissexinated to the White 
House, the State Department, the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


CSWAID's name ves not actually mentioned in these additional calls, but 


aimilarity of speech and varlous plain points of content link them to bin. ‘hase 


calls are mumarized below in chronological order. ‘They cover the period fro 
27 Soptesber 1963 to 3 October 1963, the vole apan of OSWID's viskt to Huxtco 
city ea later learned from trwrel records.

tbisiness. Thus, vbile it is unlikely that OSWALD's contacts with the Soviet . 


Fubassy had a nore sinister purpose, it cent te excluied. 
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some insight on the Cuban attitade toward the arrest of Silvia DURAN and 
the involvement of the Cubsn Consulate in the OSWALD case can be gained from tuo 
intercepted phone calls nade between Cuben President Osvaldo DORTICOS and Cuban 
Aeectie kites Re Mea a ee 
DURAW was released froa her first srrest. At 09:40 AN that morning, President 
DORTICOS phoned the Aubassador from Havana and asked him several questions shout « 
report vhich the Anbaseator hai sent in on the arrest of Silvia DURAN and the 
Lee OSWALD case. ‘The whole conversation is consistent with the theory that 


AED merely wanted a visa.
